RAILWAY MANAGEMENT 


Says Government Wrong in Con-

OTTAWA, June 25.—Consideration 
of railway department estimates took 
up practically the whole sitting of 
the house Friday and met with stren- 
uous objection. The introduction of 
the first item prompted F. 8S. Cahill, } 
member for Pontiac, to declare once 
again that the government was wrong 
in continuing the operation of the 
National railways “under manage- 
ment of the MacKenzie and Mann 
crowd,” He charged that the min- 
ister of railways had not secured from 
the Canadian Northern railway the 
equipment which he should have been 
given, but had been handed “a lot of 
old junk,” 

Hon, J. D. Reid, minister of rail- 
ways, defended the management of 
the Canadian National railway sys- 
tem, declaring it was made up of 
experienced railway men. The gov- 
ernment had placed valuators on the] 
Canadian Northern system at the! 
time it took over the railroad, and if 
“old junk’’ was handed over to the 
governments, doubtless these valuat- 
ors had placed the proper price on it. 
He emphasized the fact that there 
was no politics in the management 
of the Canadian National, and ex- 
pressed his belief that it would ulti- 
mately prove a great asset to the do- 
minion, 

R. L. Richardson of Springfield, 
was of the opinion that to let the Na- 
tional trans-continental railway fall 
{nto disuse would work a great hard- 
ehip to settlers In the section through 
which it passed. W. F. MeLean, 
South York, expressed optimism as 
to the Canadian National, and said it 
was making the pace for the railways 
{in this country. 

King Asks for Correspondence. 

At the opening of the house, Mr. 
King sald that, assuming the pub-

failure every one should bend their ener- 
gies to make it an instrument of reality, 
and power, in the affairs of the world.” 

Several things militated against the 
league, the premier added, notably the 
refusal of the United States to become a 
member, “for it is beyond doubt that 
the league depended largely on America 
for its initial strength aud success. Ameri- 
ca could have brought to the league the 
influences and resouces absolutely weeded 
today, but she has not chosen to play 
the part of moral leader of the work, 
I hope the time will come when the 
United States will appreciate the position 
it occupies

The railwaymen have announced it 
is their intention to live up to their 
word, The recent statement outlining 
their attitude so far as known has 
met with no reply from official quar- 
ters, nor has any attempt been made 
to bridge over the difficulty.

Flowering shrubs and bushes are 
making the gardens gay in this last 
week of June, Honeysuckle busaes 
are in full blossom, with flowers both 
pink and white. The Lilacs are be- 
ginning to bloom in all shades, but 
have not yet reached their full beauty. 
The Caragana is juet ‘beginning to 
show its flowers and will be a 
blaze of yellow in a few days. An 
occasional crab apple tree is just 
beginning to shed its white and* pink 
blossoms. The native taorn is in 
white blossom. The Saskatoon 
bushes are now a little past their 
fullest bloom, and the chcke cherry 
trees are coming into blossom. The 
Mountain Ash or Rowan tree fe also 
showing its clusters of blossoms, 

Tne honeysuckle de, possibly, the 
best ornamental bus we &ave, It 
srows quickly to a large gize, is per- 
fectly hardy and flowers luxuriantly. 
Its foliage is abundant, comes early 
and stays late. 

Tae lilac does not grow as freely, 
nor is {: as hardy, as the honeysuckle; 
but it is, of course, here as elsewhere, 
the queen of flowering bushes, It 
comes in many shades, froni white to 
deep purple. Its bunches of flowers 
are large, rich and numerous, 
abundant follage with its dark green 
color gives it high ornamental value 
taroughout the whole summer season. 

The Japanese lilac flowers some- 
what jater than the ordinary lilac. It 
{s hardier and grows larger, but is 
scarcely as beautiful in either flower 


or follage. It is, however, a most 
valuable addition to the garden 
and adjacent 


town and country. 

The Caragana is perfectly hardy, 
grows quickly and freely, and flowers 
abundantly. It is a favorite 
plant, but has strong claims to recog- 
nition as an ornamental bush as well 
It is the nardiest of all the flowering 
bushes we have, and will grow almost 
anywhere. 

The crab apple tree blossoms luxur- 
jantly and grows freely. In some 
es it is perfectly hardy.

Canadians and especially to western- 
ers-as is the Buffalo, It is of the West 
that he is typical, and over the pral- 


ries for untold centuries he was mon-| 


arch of all he surveyed. Moreover It 
is in the West that he is being 
brought back to his own. No story in 
animal history is as pathetic as that 
which tells how the buffalo was ruth- 
lessly exterminated by advancing 
clvilization, 

Originally they roamed the prairies 
in millions, They summered as far 
north as Great Slave Lake and came 
south for their winter feed to what is 
now Southern Alberta, Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba, only to head north 
again, often a month before the snow 
was off the ground. Many and inter- 
esting are the stories told by the early 
explorers of how they had to wait for 
hours and even days for the immense 
herds to pass by before they could re- 
sume their journey. Yet, numberless 
as they wero, thoy suddenly dis 
appeared. 

For this there are probably seve- 


ral reasons. That the annual death! 


toll in their Journey north was enor- 
mous, has been often proven. No 
barrier was great enough to make 
them hesitate. They fearlessly 
plunged into rivers and lakes and 
swam across. If the leaders should 
stop they wero pushed on by the mass 
behind. In trying to cross on the 
weakened ice whole herds frequently 
broke through and. were drowned 
They often succumbed in the open 
water and ice. It is a well known fact 
that there are islands today tn the 
Mississippi river that are built upon 
the carcasses of drowned buffalo. 

The yearly kill by hunters amount- 
ed to hundreds of thousands. One 
company alone shipped 250,000 hides 
one year. Besides these, thousands 
were killed for their tongues only, 
while the meat was left to rot. Tour- 
ists and others slew the great brutes 
‘n countless numbers merely from an 
uncontrollable lust for blood. 

To the buffalo the Indian looked 
for nearly all necessities ag eife, They 
supplied clothing and food for thou- 
sands of them and hence we may add 
countless others to the list of those 
killed yearly, Their final disappear- 


ance just before the Saskatchowan re-| 


bellion left the Red Men on the verge 
of starvation. 


Not content with killing !ndiscrim-| 


inately the hunters even sent men 


to the north to burn the grass to pre-| 
vent the animals going up there to] 


breed. Whether for this reason or not 
they never went north after 1878 but 
instead they crossed into Montana 
and when they were finally extermin- 
ated is not certain. The last to be 
killed in Alberta that we know of 
were slain between 1883 and 1885 
Again, dis'ase was probably aiding 
{n the work of destruction. It may 
have been some epidemic such as is 
common to domestic stock that was 
wiping them out much as the rabbits 
are thinned every few years. It may 
have been this periodically recurring 


sickness that limited their numbers; | 


th's is plausible because of the fact 
that they disappeared in about three 
years. At any rate they were gone and 
to this day skulls and bones now 
buried in the soil remain to tell the 
tale, 

About 1873 four calves had heen 
captured in the Sweet Grass Hills of 
Southern Alberta. They were given to 
the care of the Indian Mission of St. 
Ignatius where they flourished until 
in -884 they numbered thirteen, It 
was then that Michael Pablo and his 
partner purchased ten head at $250 
each with the hopes’ that they 
would some day bring a fortune 

He turned them loose on the reser- 
vation by the Pend d'Orellle river 
where they lived under natural condi- 
tions except for a yearly roundup to 
keep them together. There they con- 
tinued to increase until thetr exact 
numbers were unknown to even Pablo 
Finaily the American Government de- 
cided to open the reserve for settle- 
ment so Pablo was forced to sell his 
herd, 

The Canadian Government 
to be the earliest purchasers and be- 
fore the others could move Canada 
had contracted to buy the whole 
lot. After one of the most thrilling 
buffalo hunts of all times, 709 ant- 
mals were finally rounded up and 
after great difficulty louded on trains 
and shipped to Canada, Of these 700 
were finally detrained in safety at 
Wainwright. This was one of the best 
purchases ever made by the Canadian 
Government even though they paid 
$500 per head.
